VlrJcl Description of Trip Into Inter- 


ior 
of Africa til veil 
T>y Dean 


Collie at Congregational 


Church 


Vivid descriptions of a trip into the 


interior of Africa were a special treat 
offered to the members of the Loam 
Band, at their meeting held last even- 
Ing at the-Congregational church. The 
fip -was taken by Dean Collie of Be- 
loit college, mostly 
on- foot, 
and the 
'experiences told 
by him last evening 
and the inferences gathered were all 
of a personal 
nature. The 
coast of 
Africa, ho said, was very steep and in- 
hospitable in its nature, and the in- 
terior was a high plateau. He entered 
the country at Mombasa, and -went in- 
to the interior along the railway, go- 
Ins to the Uganda country. His main 
Idea was to'explore a deep rift valley, 
which extends for 
hundreds of miles 


in the center of the country north and 
south, and -is like a settling- of the 
earth's crust. This Is dottde with vol- 
canoes and has vast deposits of lava, 
showing extensive volcanic action. 
Tiie insect pests of the desert, in- 


cluding the ticks, were noted, and the 
danger of the sleeping: sickness, which 
haa killed hundreds of natievs in the 
vicinity of Lake Nyanza, was 
meij- 
tioned. 
Interesting- 
pictures 
were 


thrown on the-screen which had been 
taken personally by the speaker. They 
included natives from all districts, hill 
country, Hindoos, Mohammedans and 
many other types of. inhabitants. Also 
the huts of thatch, of corrugated iron 
and the cement dwellings in Tangier*. 
A. nest of the white ants, eight feet in 
height, baobab and cassia trees, and a 
tree loaded with nests of tho weaver 
bird were shown. 
Mr. Collie considers that disappoint- 


ment in 
the 
ambitious schemes of 


Germany in Africa had a good deal to 
do with'bringing- on the war, and that 
the settlement of 
her affairs 
will be 
one of the important things settled at 
a peace conference. 
Just now all or 
Germany's posnesslons in Africa have 
been taken over by the British. 
The lecture by Dean Collie was pre- 
ceded by tiie regular'prog-ram of the 
society, Miss Estes leading- the! devo- 
tional" exercises, and a prayer of van 
Dvko's for 
the soldiers 
was read in 


co'ncert. ' Mrs. J. Ti. Nichols gave a 
vocal number.

by the adjutant general, each

Lu.dysmith, the Wisconsin State Guard 
is now composed of 48 companies of

Beloit, April 11.—A mentally har- 
rassed young farmer employed on a 
farm not far from this city, settled 
this problem once for all by his ap- 
pearance befoye a member of the Be- 
loit drs.ft board and throwing himself 
on tlS6 mercy of the board with a stir- 
ring petition that he be inducted at 
once into the military service of the 
United States. 
The young: farm hand—whose name 
is not divulsed because of his evident 
change of heart—was a self-convicted 
slacker. He failed to register for the 
selective draft. 
When approached, as 
he was at various times, he represent- 
-ed himself to be over SI. He told the 
Beloit draft officials that as a matter 
of fact he is 25." When the day for 
selective service registration was ap- 
pointed 
by President 
Wilson 
this 
young- man was not in sympathy with 
America's ent.ranfe 
into 
the 
world 
war. 
He admitted 
to officials 
here 
that he did not. feel the country was 
interested in fighting overseas. He be- 
lieved the youth of the nation would 
hot register. He had absorbed 
the 
teachings of men who disapproved of 
the United States waging a war for 
the freedom of the world. He did not 
see how this country could possibly be 
affected by Germany's 
machinations 


against the rights and liberties of free- 
dom-loving: freedmen. Thia was a year 
ago. 


The 
whole-hfearted 
response 
of 
American boys'to the registration or- 
der and the spirit in which, they ac- 
cepted service in the army and navy 
apened- the young Beloit man's eyes. 
He began to see that if so many men 
were willing to drop their civil 
pur- 
suits to become soldiers over nig-ht, 
there must be something 
more than 


quick wit in the phrase, "making the 
world safe for democracy." 
Gradual- 
ly lie 
became 
convinced that Ger- 


many is the enemy of every liberal in- 
stitution, everv premise upon which is

which America stands or falls. In fact, 
slowly at first and then with growing 
conviction, he became more nnd more 
determined that the part of a man is 
today the part of a soldier.
